ID No. C00340133) as a State Committee of a Political P:

Dear Mr. Noble:

On behalf of our client, the American Heritage Party (“AHP”"), we hereby request an
Advisory Opinion by the Federal Election Commission that AHP is a “State Committee” under 2
U.S.C. 431(15), and is therefore, inter alia, permitted to make coordinated party expenditures on
behalf of its two candidates for Federal office from the State of Washington.

For purposes of submitting this request we also have been authorized to represent the
principal campaign committees of AHP’s nominees for the U.S. House of Representatives in the
1998 general election: Bruce Craswell for Congress (FEC ID No. C00339168); and John Beal
for Congress (FEC ID No. C00339184). Accordingly, we seek this Advisory Opinion on behalf
of all three committees jointly.

AHP intends to act as a state party committee in the State of Washington during the 1998
general election cycle (and thereafter), including making coordinated party expenditures related
to the November 3, 1998 general election on behalf of the Bruce Craswell for Congress
committee and the-John Beal for Congress committee.

On its Statement of Organization (FEC Form 1), AHP stated that it was a state party
committee (line 5(d)). On September 23, 1998, Lucy J. Demny, a Reports Analyst with the
Federal Election Commission, sent AHP a letter stating that before AHP could operate as a state
committee, it would have to receive an Advisory Opimion approving its status as a state
committee.



AHP is the only Washington state affiliate of the U.S. Taxpayers Party (USTP), which
was recognized as a national committee by the Federal Election Commission in Advisory
Opinion No. 1995-16. AHP has met the Washington State requirements for inclusion of two
Federal candidates on the November 3, 1998 general election ballot as candidates of AHP: (1)
Bruce Craswell, a candidate for the United States House of Representatives in the 1*
Congressional District of Washington; and (2) John Beal, a candidate for the United States
House of Representatives in the 5* Congressional District of Washington.

In addition to the above, AHP will field a number of candidates for state and county
office in 1998. Also, while AHP was not formed until April 22, 1997, in 1996 the organization
which AHP succeeded, the Washington Taxpayers Party, obtained ballot access for Howard
Phillips and Herbert Titus, USTP’s candidates for President and Vice President, respectively.

Since its inception, AHP has been the sole entity representing the USTP in Washington,
and, as is evidenced by the fact that it has obtained ballot access for its federal candidates, by its
charter and bylaws, and by its relationship with USTP, AHP is clearly responsible for USTP’s
day-to-day operations in Washington.

Copies of AHP’s charter and bylaws, a letter from the USTP’s national chairman
confirming AHP’s status, letters from AHP’s two Congressional candidates, and a 1998 General
Election Candidate Certification provided by the Secretary of State of Washington showing that
AHP’s candidates have achieved ballot access, are enclosed for your review.

Both candidate committees respectfully request the Federal Election Commission to act
on this Advisory Opinion Request at its earliest opportunity, but certainly within the 20-day
period provided for in 11 C.F.R. 112.4(B).

serve this nation as a government of the peaple, by the people and for the peaple.
ARTICLE] -NAMHE

~“The namc of this organization shall be the “American Heritage Party,” which shall be hereinafter also
referrcd to as the ‘State: Party’ or ‘Parly.’ _

The name of the American Heritage Farty may be amendod at any State C.ommmce moating by a
two-thirds vole with previous notice.

ARTICLE II - ARFFILIATION

The American Heritage Party shall be affiliated with the U.S. Taxpaycrs Party (US1P) and acknow]-
edges that the constitution, bylaws, purposes and principles of the American 1 leritage Party shall
remain consistent with thoxe of the USTP.

ARTICLE 1]l - PURPOSE

The purposc of this Party shall be to:

A. Seek to restore our state and faderal cvil government (o their Biblical jurisprudence and to their
Constitutional boundaries;

B. Promote allegiance to the Hiblical principles of government as embraced in the Declaration of In-
dependence and the Constitution of these United Stales as canceived and sel forth by our found-
ing fathers in their eslablishment of our Republic;

C. Develop an informed,-energetc and effective statewide political orgenization to support the p in-
ciples and platturms of this Party;

D. Sccure, by all lawful means, the election of all duly nominated American Tleritage Party candi-
dates for all federal, state and local offices and electors thereof;

E. llelp establish and provide services to all affiliated county parties io carry out thc work of the
Party at the grassroeis level; and

Ii. Plan, organize, administer and finance the State Party’s operations to accomplish these stated pur-

poses.
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ARTICLE1IV - MEMBBRSHIP

The membership of tho State Party shall consist of all persons who are regisiered voters under the
L.aws of the Staie of Washinglon who have made application with the: Party, paid such annual dues
as are prescribed by the State Committoe, and who agree in principle with the platforms of the
Amcrican ] Joritage Party and the US. Taxpaycrs Farty. ‘The membership requirements may be
amcnded st any State Committee meeting by a two-thirds vote with previous notice.

ARTICLE V - STATLE CONVENIION
The State Convention shall be the highest authority of the American lieritage Party. The Party shall
assemble in Convenlion annually, at a time and place sel by the State Committee, for the purpost of
establishing a platform, choosing candidates for public office, and whalever other business shall be
deemed necessary and proper, including but not limited to amending this Conslitution and election

of Party officors.
ARTICLE V1 - STATR COMMITTRR

The State Committee shall consist of 8 State Chairman, State Vice-Chairman (chosen from the oppo-
site side of the state in which the State Chairman rusides, the Cascade Mountains serving as the di-
viding linc), State Secretury, State Treasurer, two State Committes members fram cach affiliato
County Party, one of whom is the County Chairman (in the event that no county organization cxists,
a non-voting representative may be appointed by the State Chairman), and all National Committee
members.

Upon the completion of the 1997 State Convention, the membership of the State Com-
mitiee shall be composed of the fullowing: State Chairman, State Vice-Chairman (chosen from
the opposite side of the state in which the State Chairman residces), State Sceretary, Slate Treas-
urer, one State Commiltee representative from cach county (duly elected by a county caucus
during the 1997 State Convention), and all National Committee membors.

Upon the completion of the 1998 State Convention the membership of the Slate Commit-
_ tee ghall be composed of the following: State Chairman, State Vice-Chairman (chosen from the
opposile side of the state in which the Statr Chairman resides), State Sceretary, State Treasurer,
the Chairman of each duly orpanized and recognized county party, one State Committee repre-
sentative from each conmty, (in the event that no county organization exists 8 non-voting repre-
scntative may be appointed by the State Chairman), and all National Committee members.

All members of the State Commillee shall be recopmized members in good standing with
the Party.

The National Committcemen, the number tn he delermined by the National Committee of
the U. S. Taxpayer Party, and Alternate National Committeeman shall be elecied by the State
Committee immediately following the State Convention in cach cven numbered Presidential
election year Lo serve a term of four years slarting rom the adjournment of the U. S. Taxpaycrs

Party National Convention. :

In the event of vacancy of the office of Nalilonal Commitleeman or Alternate National

_Commilleeman, the Exccutive Committee shall fill said office until the next State Committee

mecting at which meeting the members shall elect a new National Commitleeman to fulfill any
unexpired term of the vacant office.

The two State Committee Representatives, one of which is the county chairman, shall be
clected in accordance with Lhe constitution and by-laws af Lhe respeclive enunty organizations,
having been elected at the bi-annual county organizational meeting held prior to January31st,
but not beforc November 15%, in cach even numbered ycar, following a gencral election, and
shall serve a term of two years.

In the event of vacancy of the office of the County Chairmen Representative or the State
Commillee Representative, the County Party shall fill said offices according to their own by-laws
to fulfill any unexpired term of the vacant office.

Scction 4.3: Duties of the State Commitiee

The State Commitlee shall:

A vacancy in the office of Slate Treasurer shall be filled by appniniment by the State
Chairman to serve the unexpire:d term of the vacating Treasurer.

ARTICLE VI - ELECTION PROTOCOL & IPROCEDURR
Scction 7.1: Nominations and Rlection of Officers

All nominations for State Committee and Excecutive Committee Officers and Representa-
tives and National Committeemen shall be called for and made from the floor.

Voti.ﬁg for clection of all officers and party nominations shall be by paper ballot.

Other voles shall “»e by voice or standing ballot, at the dn “retion of the presiding officer,
unless a majarity shall call for secret ballot.

A person holding multiple offices shall not be entitled 1o more than onc vote.

Votes that end-irtun equal number shall be decided by vote of the Presiding Officer.
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Section 7.2: Quorum

" A majority of the voling members of the State Comumittee and Exccutive Commitlee shall

constitute a quorum for the Lransaction of business, and any action taken by a majority of the
members voting at any mecting shall be the valid action of the said Committee and Board.

Seclion 7.3: Proxy

An absentee County Chairman or State Commitlee Representative from a county parly
may he represented by a proxy at any meeting of the State Committee, provided that said proxy,
executed in writing, is held by a member of the County Central Committee from the county of
the absentee member. No person may cast more than one vote. There shall be no proxy for a of-

fice-holder.

An abscntee member of the fixeculive Committee may be represented by a pruxy at any
meeting of the Commillee, provided that said proxy, exccuted in wriling, is held by a member of
the State Committee within the Federal Congressional District represented by said absentec

. =" member. No person may cast more than one vote. There shall be no proxy for a affice-holder.

If the National Commilleeman or Federal Conpressional District Representative are ab-
sent, they may be represented by a proxy st any meeting of the Nxecutive Committee, provided
said proxy is executed in writing and is held by a member of the State Committee.

At mceetings of any ad-hoc commiittec appointed by the State Chairman, proxics will nol
be permitted.

ARTICLI VIl - STATE CONVENTION

Suction 8.1: Annusl Conventlion

The Party shall hald an annual State Convention to conduct such business as may prop- -
erly come before it.

The State Convention shall be held each year, the date, lime and place being sét cach ycar
by the Slate Commiltee.

The call to convention to all members of the American Herilage arly shall be issucd by
the State Chairman cight weeks prior to the vpening of the State Convention. The call shall in-

The Slate Chairman of the Party shall preside at the opening of the party unti] a State

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Section 11.1: Violation

In the event of a vivlation by any officer, member, representative, candidste or elecied
public official of the American Heritage Party of any provisions of it's Constitution, By-laws or
State or National Platform, the following process of censure shall be administered:

a. When two partics have the evidence of an alluged infruction they shall approach the
alleged offender with the intent of restitution and reconciliation. In the event the al-
leged offender refuses Lo acknowledge the alleged violation, or states that the alleged
action was not a violation, then said alleged violation by said of(ender shall be pre-
sented hefore the federal congressional district represcntative of said alleged offender.

b. In the event that matiar is not resalved by the feders) congressional district represen-
tatives, the matter shall be brought before the State Commiittee. The findings of the
State Committee shall constilute adjudication. Either the act will be judged not to bea
violation or the violation will be ordered remedied. If the offender rcfuscs the remedy

i - he will be removed from membership. However, in all adjudications, the recom-

mended remedy concerning the violation shall be by a two-thirds vole of the State
Committee, or no penalty shall be imposcd upun the alleged offender.

ARTICLE X]] - PARTMIINTARY RULES

~ When not inconsistent with Lhe provisions of these rules, the most recent edition of Rob-
ert’s Rules of Order shall govern all meetings of the Slale Convention, the State Committee, the

Executive Committee and other Parly commitlecs.

ARTICLE XTI1 - AMENDMIINTS

These by-laws may be amended at any meeting by an alfirmative two-thirds vote of the
members present at any regular or called meeting of the State Committee or hy a two-thirds vote
of the State Convention. All proposed amendments to the by-laws of the State Conumittee, State
Convention excepted, shall be submitted to the State Chairman in writing no later than 20 days
prior to convening any meeting of the State Committee. Copies of the proposed amendments
shall be mailed by the State Chairman nol Iater than 10 days befare the meeting, al which they are

to be considered.
ARTICLE XIV - INITIAL ORGANIZATION

Until the 1997 State Convention of the American Heritage Party, an ad hoc policy board
was appointed by the State Chairman, elected at the 1996 State Conventions of the American
Heritage Party in Spokanc and Scattle. The State Chairman appointed such othar officers, Pro-
1em, to serve until the offices can be filled by duly elected officers as provided by these by-laws,
and shall adopt these by-laws.

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i ~ Due to the necessitics of organization, the State Chairman, 2m-7éem, shall have broad powers to

oo appuint members to the Policy Board and act in the interest of the Party to comply with the laws
of the United States and the Slate of Washinglon. These broad powers shall be automatically re-
scinded upon the ¢lection of the new State Committee elected at the State Convention which en-
acts these hy-laws, and elects officers and members according tv the same.
